The 
procession was then reformed with, the 
addition of the town officials and marched 
to the Childs memorial, where an immense 
throng of people had already gathered. 


The dedication speech was delivered by 


Henry Irving, who in the course of his re- 
marks said: "I admire Mr. Childs'pub- 
lic spirit and energy; his generous deeds 
are widely known, and he is universally 
respected." 


The mayor bad suggested a partial 


suspension of business during the cere 
monial, but the people took advantage of 
the occasion to make tbe day a general 
jubilee. A large number of visitors werf

from 
London, 
Birmingham, 


Leeds, Manchester and other business 
centers. Among the distinguished guests 
were Minister Fhelps, Sir Theodore Mar 
tin, Lord Roland Gowan, Lord Delaware, 
Sir CunlitT Owen »nd the mayors of 
Worcester, Litchfleld, Coventry, War 
wick and Leamington. 


In his letter Mr. James Bnssel Lowell 


wrote: "The monument which yon accept 
to-day, In behalf of your townsmen, com- 
memorates at once the most marvelous of 
Englishmen, and tha jubilee year of the 
august lady whose name is honored 
whereever the English language is spoken, 
whereof he was the greatest master. No 
symbol could more aptly serve this double 
purpose than a fountain, for surely no poet 
e^er poured out so broad a river of speech 
as he, whether he was the author of "j^ 
vum Organo," also, or not. Nor could tho 
purity of his character and example be 
better typified than by the current that 
shall flow forever from the source opened 
to-day. 


John G. Whittier, in his congratulatory 


letter to Mr. Childs, said- "The gift yon 
present was a happy thought, and will go 
far toward atoning for the foolish utter1 
uncos about England coming from Ame'i 
can citizens."

AW AWFUL DISASTER. 


Twenty-Seven Artisans Buried in 


the Ruins ol a Fallen 


Building. 


All But Six of Them Supposed to Be 


Dead and Those Mortally 


Wounded. 


NEW TOBK, Oct 18.—A four-story build- 


ing in course of erection at No. 443 Bast 
Eleventh street, tumbled in yesterday 
afternoon about four o'clock, and the 
mechanics who were at work were buried 
in the ruins. At six o'clock last evening 
six dead bodies had been taken out. Four 
men were also taken from the ruins 
seriously injured and almost suffocated. 
The supposition 
is 
that 
there are 


still fourteen men underneath the debris. 


Most of the workmen were engaged in 


the lower part of the building at the time 
of the accident. The front wall fell in 
first, followed immediately afterward by 
the side walls. The building was to be 
used aa a school house for the Italian 
children belonging to the parish of the 
church of Our Lady of Mt. Carmel. 


Two hook and ladder companies and 


numerous citizens are searching the ruins 
for the men unaccounted for. There are 
no sounds to be heard from the wreck, and 
it is thought that the men still buried are 
all dead. The names of the killed, so far 
as known, are: John Durkm, Henry 
Heichenberger 
and 
Carlo 
Qilleberto. 


Father Kiernan, pastor of the church, was 
among the wounded. The priests connect- 
ed with the Mt. Carmel parish were among 
the first to arrive at the scene, and at once 
gave consolation to the wounded and 
dying. It is thought that Father Kiernan 
can not recover. 


Whan the rescuers had been at work 


for about an hour two of the victims were 
unearthed, and were found to be dying. 
Priests from the parish clambered over the 
ruins, and amid the duat and falling debris 
administered the Holy Eucharist. One ac- 
count says that there were twenty-seven 
persons In the building at the time it 
fell in. 


Later reports from the disaster in One 


Hundred and Fifteenth street place the 
number of killed at five, with over a dozen 
more or less severely injured. The names 
of the killed, so far as learned, are: 


JohnD. Dnrkin, bricklayer. 
Henry Reinitz, blacksmith. 
Paroli Gilliberti, laborer. 
Givolamo Launa. 
The injured are: 
Father Kierners, of the Church of Our 


Lady of Mount Carmel; Robert Young, 
Thomas Kiernan, Florrica Daum, Edward 
Welch, Arthur Aronne, Frank Banner, 
BobertLevi, John S. Conway, William 
Plummer, all badly. 


Ten others were in and about the build- 


ing at the tirnd of the collapse, but all 
have been accoumted for, some slightly 
injured, with the exception of James 
McCarthy, a bricklayer; a boy named 
Brown 
and 
Michael Lannon, 
whose 


friends searched for six hours after the 
accident in vain. 


Father Kiernan's escape was miracu- 


lous. He was standing on the scaffolding 
of the fourth story talking to foreman 
Lynch when the crush came. The pries t 
was thrown to the forward part of the 
wreck, landing on his feet. 


The Great International Encampment 


Goes Into the Honda of a Receiver. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—The great "Interna- 


tional Encampment" was placed in the 
hands of a receiver yesterday morning. 
General Bentley and other managers of 
the affair united in a petition to Judge 
Oarnett that a receiver be appointed, and 
the Court granted their petition and ap- 
pointed A. H. Chattam, the non of Gen- 
eral A. L. Chattain, who has figured prom- 
inently in the management, as receiver. 
The petitioners claimed that the "Inter- 
national 
Military Encampment" was 


a corporation under'the laws of the State 
of 
Illinois, having a capital stock of 


$10,000, of which $9,000 was held by 
the petitioners, and $1,000 by Governor 
Berendge »9 trustee. In carrying on the 
enterprise they contracted a large in- 
debtedness, which they were unable to 
meet as it matured, and they feared that 
legal proceedings were abont to be taken 
against them to attempt to collect the 
same, and it the assets of the'corporation 
were seized by ".he various creditors they 
would be wholly insufficient to cover the 
indebtedness. They made the military 
.encampment a party to the bill, and 
prayed for the court to take the property 
under its control, and they asked that the 
business be wound up.

CHATTANOOGA,

Chattanooga. The train was greeted by a

Permits. 


Jc it ordained liy' tlie City Council of tlie city of 
Dccalur, in the County of Macon, in the etafe 
of Illinois: 
1. That no burial or interment shall be lawful 
n the city of Decatur, or within one-half mile 
hereof, nor shall any dead body be removed 
rom sail! city, or within one-half mile thereof, 
intil a permit for such burial, interment or re- 
novn) shall have first been obtained trom the 
Ity clerk of said city. 
2. That such permit shall lie issued by the clerk 
luon his receipt of the usual certificate of death, 
signed by (i) the attending physician in the case; 
or, If none, by (2) one of the parents of the ue- 
ceased; or, If none, by (3) the nearest of kin not 
i minor; or, if none, by 14) the resident house- 
icluer where the death occurred; or, If none, by 
s) any reputable citizen cognizant of the facts 
mil circumstances of the death; or, If tlie death 
)e the subject o£ un inquest, by (6) the coroner 
ir other officer holding saki inquest, for which 
lermit the clerk shall be entitled to :i fee of fifty 
cents. 
3. That any undertaker or sesiton, and each 
mil every other person engaged or concerned iu 
i burial fa violation of the provisions of this or- 
linance, and the officers and employes of any 
transportation company, or any other person or 
persons engaged or concerned In the removal of 
i dead body from said city, or within one-halt 
mile thereof, in violation of tbe provisions ot 
his ordinance, shall be subject to a tine of not 
ess than fire dollars, nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars for each offense. 
4. That tho clerk shall enter In a suitable book, 
to be kept for that purpose, a record of all burial 
nermlts Issued, specifying the ante ot Issue and 
to whom issued, together with-all the Items or 
information contained in tbe certificates upon 
w Inch. the. isaue of such permit la based r and he 
shall forward to the county clerk of Moeoii 
county, at tlie end of each mouth, all of aald 
enrtltlcates so received during the month. 
c. That this ordinance snail be in force from 
and after its passage, approval and publication.
